MANUFACTU 

When it is considered that, as a general 
rule, it cost about 60 per cent on first price 
to lay hardware down in Canada, if brought 
from England, it becomes, in that view alone, 
highly desirable that all home manufactures 
should be encouraged. It was, therefore, 
with peculiar pleasure that [ saw many ar- 
ticles which are supposed to be foreign to 
Canada produced in first-rate style, with an 

ance and finish which would do ¢ 

to the best English or American manufac- 
tures. And first, I would mention the dis- 
play of stoves, which, though not large, 
sertainly very fine. One, which attracted 
great mntion, was made by Messrs. Lan- 
don & Buck, of Brantford, There are oth- 
ers like it made by Messrs. B. & G. Tisdale, 
of the same place. A very unpleasant 
smell, and one which pervades the whole 
house, is often caused by the cooking of 
meat in the stove. In the one spoken of a 
plate can be taken out from the front, whic 
exposes an iron on which to rest the meat, 
and the two doors form wings on which 
the plate is put so that the meat is shut up 
on all sides but one, and the draught pass- 
ing through that opening carries the scent 
up the chimney, Mr. B,C, Tisdale also 
shows a stove which he calls the Centurion, 
and which regulates its own draught. Oth- 
er stoves he exhibits made of Russian iron, 
or, as itis more commonly known, Charcoal 
iron, ‘The castings with which the stoves 
are ornamented, are very clear and sharp, 
with the exception of the ornaments on the 
top, which are a general exception to the 
remark, Asa rule, however, better cast- 
ings L have never seen, and they do the 
manufacturer great credit. A dumb-stove 
by Mr, Tisdale, which is made of a number 
of tubes, is so constructed that it may be 
easily taken to pie and the inside of 
each separate tube visited with the brush. 

Passing away from this branch, we meet 
a direct action steam engine, made by Gan- 
son Waterhouse & Co., of perhaps 10 horse 
power, ‘This is the only sfeam engine in 
the builcing, and Tcannot think does us 
much credit, Why the maker has, instead 
of a regular crank, put in its place, a round 
flat plate, is not Apparent; it cannot con- 
duce to utility, certainly it is not ornamen- 
tal. In its details, the engine seems, how- 
ever, to be well finished, and would doubt- 
less do good work, In this department of 
industry there seems to be some lack of en- 
ergy on the part of our manufacturers, for 
iad the machinists of Toronto alone exert- 
ed themselves, they would have been able 
to send to the exhibition better samples — 
Mr. J, P. Milliner shows some which 
are well finished, and two especially, with 
carved rosewood handles, are ve hand- 
some, He has also a case full of Hammers, 
Spokeshaves, Socket Chisels, and a good as- 
sortrment of Planes. Not far from this sta!! 
is a small machine, the invention of Mr. J. 
Ptolemy, of Brantford. It is a Corn Shel- 
ler, and looks as though it would do its 
work satisfactorily. It consists of a barrel 
on which aro fixed a number of teeth (some- 
thing. like the pins on a barrel organ), which 
work between a number of the same kind, 
placed in the box in which the barrel turns, 
When the corn is drawn between them, it 
is instantly stripped, the grain falls into a 
shaker, and is freed of the husks in tho re 
gular manner, In this department also, 
there are a number of ohurns, of ingenious 
construction, made by Mr, W. Brandon, I 
must not omit to notice the splendid col- 
lection of flannels exhibited by Mr. John 
Rankin; they were the admiration of all 
who saw thom, and no lady could possibly

pass by without wishing to make them an 
addition to hor possessions. Messrs, ‘Turn- 
bull & Thompson exhibited some dooys with 
ornamented panels, in ong of which was a 
painted window, which had a good offect 
Mr, W. LL.

when we hear, indeed we know, that such 
towns as Belleville are literally girdled by 
the Grand Trunk; that, in fact, the road 
Stops business before it enters them, instead 
of serving the purpose of fostering their 
trade and commerce, we deem it proper to 
draw public attention to this important 
movement at once, In a country like this, 
where eight out of every hundred of the 
population are either directly or indirectly 
supported by agricultural products, a great 
granary, upon such a highway as the Grand 
Trunk, may be tantamount to making a 
small village, or unmaking a pretty Jargo 
one.—ZJb,

T COMPLETE. 
From the Chieago Preas 28th Sopt, 

The slight frosts which followed the late 
storm in some localities did no harm to the 
ripening corn, and the fine weather of the 
last fow days must have so nearly completed 
the maturing process in the most baokwatt 
fields as to place them out of danger. We 
may, therefore, assume that the corn crop of 
1857—more abundant by far than any that 
has hitherto been grown—is placed beyond 
contingency from Mains to Minnesota, and 
from Lake Superior to the Gulfof Mexico. 
The harvest, therefore, may be said to be 
complete. Wheat, barley and oats are se- 
cure. -Corn is safe, and the greater portion 
of it will be in shock in the course of the 
next fortnight. Potatoes, of which there isa 
greater breadth vpon the ground than ia any 
previous year, and the yield of which is con- 
siderably above average in most localities, 
are mostly ripe and will all be housed by the 
middle of the month. Buckwheat will yield 
well. Hay, too, 1s abundant, and has been 
secured in such quantities as to insure stock 
of the country against famine next winter, 
however protracted it may be. Fall feed, 
too, 18 excellent, so that a large store of 
choice butter will be aeded to dairy products 
of the summer, which were never equalled 
in ot, nor exceeded in quality. All 
kinds of roots and garden veqetitlen turn out 
well. We never saw s0 great an abundance

Tho overland mail for England closed ou 
Saturday, the Sth inst. T write this to send 
by the alter packet, which soos down the 
river this morning, and will overtake the 
mail steamer [the Bentinck] off Sangor Ial- 
and. We received very bad news from 
the interior on Saturday ; but as the Gov- 
ernment has kept it back from the newspa- 
pers you will not probably hear of it, in the 
ordinary course of intelligence, until the 
next mail, 
Lucknow, the capital city of Oude, has 
fallen: all the Europeans have been mas. 
snored by Nenajoo Sahib; and tho relief 
force under General Havelock has been o- 
bligod to fill back upon ynpore, terribly 
decimated by the cholera. ‘There is every 
reasou to believe that this news, discourag~ 
ing as it is, is true, It is not stated on 
what day the garrison of Lucknow was sur- 
rounded, or was overcome by tho rebels ; 
but it must have been about the Ist of the 
present month. That city contains & pop- 
ulation of about 300,000 Mahomedans, 
who probably fraternized with the besieg- 
ers, and roadered tho destraction of the 
Europeans speedy aud certain, We have 
intelligence this morning that Gen, Have- 
Jock, at Cawnpore on the 4th inst., had re- 
ecived a reinforcement aud bad inoved on 
again towards Lucknow in pursuit of the 
rebel army. Tho rebellion and carnage aro 
now getting nearer and nearer Caloutta.— 
Dinapore and Borhampore have mutinied, 
and a large dumber of tho rebels are eom- 
ing down the Ganges in hoats. But the 
Dinapore rebels have been defeated, and 
five of the bosts containing them have 
been sunk by our artillery, and five hundred 
of the rascals killed,  Arrah has been re- 
lieved.

Some excellent Agricultural Implements 
from the Foundries of Messrs. Patterson and

Indeed the articles in this department would 
not reflect ¢ dit on any Exhibition. A 
Clover Machine exhibited by Messrs, Patter- 
son drew considerable attention, and we after- 
wards saw it moving towards the country, 
having been purchased by a discriminating 
farmer, Mr, David Jones, Sidney, also showed 
a Thrashing Machine and separator, a novel 
kind of a Cheese press, a Horse-rake, &c., all 
of excellent quality. 

In the Domestic Manufactures and Arts 
dopartment there was a great falling off, we 
think, from last year, The Hall was how- 
ever 50 crowded with visitors, that scarcely 
anything could be seen to advantage. It is 
certainly a matter of regret that some suit- 
able building could not be procured for this 
purpose. ‘The Town Hall is entirely too small 
for a Show of this kind. We would suggest 
to the Society the propriety of erecting in 
some suilable place, a cheap building adapted 
to this purpose; we think the investment 
would be found to pay in the end. 

In the Horticultural and Grain departirent 
We saw some very capital specimens of yege- 
tables, as well as a varicty of choice Graine, 
Mr. Hogle exhibited some fine potatoes, and 
Mr. John Gilbert a good sample of wheat, be- 
sides peas, and some yery large onions, beets, 
&c, The Cauliflower from the gardens of 
Messrs. Dayy and Dafoe was particularly 
—we never saw finer. Mr, Bartlott 
somo native grown Sorgham, or Chinese S' 
gar-cane, some 12 or 15 feet in height, which 
was quite a curiosity. We understand that 
he has manufactured some delicious Molasses 
from the Cane grown in his garden,—a fact 
which others might turn to practical advan- 
tage. Mr. W. Conkoy, of Stirling, exhibited 
several bottles of Molasses made from this 
Cane, which is said to be delicious, He ox- 
hibited tho same at the late Provincial Fai 
and although it does not appear in tho list, 
received a prize of 108, We understand that 
ho planted an acre or two of the cane, and is 
quite satisfied that when its various good qua- 
lities are Rnown, it will be largely cultivated.

Province, He then referred to tho Acts 
which had been passed by the Inst Legisla- 
ture respecting the erection and inspection 
of Jails, and the yarious amendments which 
haye* been made in criminal jurisprudence. 
In speaking of the punishment of criminal 
his Lordship said the tendency of public opi- 
nion seemed to be towards the abolition of 
capital punishment, or at least restricting it 
within the narrowest possible limits. His 
Lordship strongly urged upon the attention 
of the Grand Jury the classification of crimi- 
nals, and their separation in confinement; he 
said that the influence of old criminals upon 
juyenile offenders was very demoralizing, who 
instead of being reformed by prison discipline, 
were only rendered more vicious and debased. 
He said the Government had provided ass 
ance, where it was needed by Municipalities, 
to erect separate places of confinement for 
adult and juvenile offenders, and it would be 
well for the Jury to see what was required, 
and make the proper representations. He 
also said that the duties of Coroners had been 
extended by an Act passed during the last 
Session of Parliament. , Itwould now be their 
duty to enquire into the causes of suspicious 
fires, or those which seemed to ariso from in- 
cendiarism. Ho thought that such inquiri 
woukd operate eae in abating this crim- 
inal mischief, ‘he Charge was lucid, and 
full of excellent suggestions, and we regret 
that our space will not permit a more extend- 
ed report.

‘y man supplies fresh matter for 
astonishment. Wo announced y A 
that his trial for the murder of Ritchio at 
Port Robinson, had been postponed tll next 
assizes, in consequence of the absence of 
important witnesses for the defence, The 
telegraph also stated, tnat two men had 
just arrived at Merrittsville, who had been 
acquainted with the prisoner in California, 
and that they wero prepared to prove that 
he was McHenry and not Townsend. The 
Hamilton Spectator of yesterday, gives a 
full statement, and from it we condense some 
particulars, In tho affidavit filed for the 
purpose of having tho trial postponed, the 
prisoner gaye the following account of him- 
self at the, time of the murder of Ritchie, 
and of tho witnesses required by him :— 

That at the time of tho murder of Charles 
Ritchio, I waa ongaged in the work of sinking 
a shaft in Ohipp's diggings, in Sierra county, in 
the State of California, for persons called Miggs 
Brothors; that I went to California in the fall 
of 1862, having been previously in the employ- 
ment of one Captain Turnbull, on the brig 
“ Powhattan,” sailing on Lako Erie, 

I remained in California until 1856, and du- 
ring my residence in that country, I correspond- 
ed with said Turnbull, and on my examination 
in Olovaland priot to my. extradition to this 
country, he awore that he had received a letter 
from me, postmarked in California, a short time 
before tho time of the murder of Ritchie, and 
that ho was acquainted with my handwriting. 

That said Turnbull is well nequainted with 
me, and I have endeavored to procure his eyi- 
dence at these assizes, but have learned that he 
is at this presoot time lying sick at Chicago, and 
ah be unable to attend as a witness on my be- 
half, 

‘That one J, T, Philpott, of Cleveland, also 
requisite for my. defence, is;now absent from 
there whore ho resides, and is now on ao yisit to 
Madison county, in the State of New York; he 
also is o most important and necessary witness 
to proye that. ono Fleming, who as Lam inform:

I further say that there are per sons now in 
California, or returned therefrom, who could 
prove that I wasin that State at the time of 
the murder in question, and I verily believe 
that I shall be able from them, or some of them, 
to establish such fact, if time is given to me for 
that purpose, 

Attached to the prisoner's affidavit are 
letters from James M, Jones, of Cleveland, 
who had been one of McLenry’s Attorneys 
during the hearing of the extradition case 
in that city, and from J. M. Lewis, of Cleve- 
land, Onaptain of the Vermont which hap- 
pened to be in tho dry dock at Port Robin- 
son at the time, Mr. Lewis was mate of 
the brig Powhattan, on which Mcllenry 
sailed in 1852, and he says that Captain 
Turnbull of the brig told him in 1864 that 
he (Capt. Turnbull) had received a letter 
from McHenry dated from California, to 
which country MeElenry stated he was go- 
ing when he left the brig. The Judge kay- 
ing granted the application, and the post- 
ponewent having taken place, the following 
episode occurred as related by the Spec- 
tator :—

Havdly had I penned the above words, when 
4 messenger came into the room where Counsel 
and myeelf were sitting. He was much excited, 
and when he told us his rlews, we became scarce- 
ly less 0, Two gentlemen had just arrived 
post haste, from California divect, Thoy had 
trayelled the last 48 hours without sleep, in 
their anxiety to reach the spot where aisHanty 
was being tried, ‘Their namesare Thos. Wal- 
ters, formerly of Canboro, and Hugh Aikens, 
formerly of Acton. 

It seoms that McHenry’s letter to California 
was addressed to a Mr, Anderson, Scribe of the 
Sons of Temperance Lodge in Chipy's diggings. 
Mr, Anderson had left the place, and the letter 
consequently lay there nnopened for a couple 
of months, It was handed to tho actual scribe, 
who Inid the contents before the members of 
the Division, McHenry was known at Chipp's 
diggings a8 a sober, quiet, respectable man— 
Chipp’s diggings were up in an instant. No 
time was to be lost. The Sons of Temperance 
there, of whom Melfenry had beon ono, scoured 
the country instantly, The ‘proper men were 
found, and affidavits were made w 
once satisfy the mind of any unprejudiced per- 
son. ‘The departure of the gentlemen I have 
named was hastend for tho purpose of being 
bearers of the first package of documents, but 
other packages are on the way, addressed some 
to the Governor General, some to the Sheriff of 
Haldimand, and some to the prisoner himself. 
Tho meeting between the two gentlemen allud- 
cd to and) the prisoner, took place’ short. time 
after (heir arrival, one of them recognized] 
nnd was recognised (bul not by naiie,) McHen-

Board the Central America, 


Many of the ladies had a groat deal of 
money that they did not give to the purser 
of the steamer ; two of these went into their 


staterooms and took out bags of gold $20 
pieces, $11,000 in all—and threw them 
down in the cabin, so that any person who 
wanted money could take what they pleas- 
ed. The two ladies had just returned from

money was all that they had made there,

None of the ladies could take more than 
two $20 gold pieces with them. We had 
to strip off all our clothes and skirts ex- 
cept our outside dress, in order to keep our 
clothes from sinking us.

deck, some hoping thereby to lighten their 
weight and thus more easily keep thom- 
solves afloat, while others threw it away in 
despair, thinking there was no use for it in 
the watery grave they were going to. Mr. 
Chaso says that he might havo picked up 
tons of thousands of dollars which had been 
thrown away and Jay strown about the 
decks; but ne did not think there was 
sufficient prospect of his surviving to uso it, 
to pay him for the trouble. Capt. ‘Thos, 
W. Badger of Sin Francisco had $20,000 
in gold in a carpet bag, which, just bofore 
the sinking of the ship, he throw into the 
Captain's stateroom.

Every individ- 
ual. brings: his moral worth, his social and 
political influence to the support of the

OUR MARKETS. 

We fear our Farmers put the worst side of 
the question before their minds, relative to sell- 
ing their grain and produce. We hear them 
continually complaining of the “hard times,” 
“low prices,” &c, &e. About ten years ago 
in Belleville, Wheat was selling for 3s 6d to 
8s 9d per bushel; now, 4s 3d to 44 6d, and 
for choice samples 6s is paid. Rye, ten years 
ago, 1s 9d to 2s, per bushel, payable in most 
cases in goods; now, 2s. 6d. in cash is paid. 
Barley was worth about 2s to 2s 6d in goods ;

The army hitherto has been composed chiefly 
offorcigners; nowit will be made up of young 
and able-bodied men, many of whow are na- 
tive Americans. The period of enlistment is 
five years; the pay from $11 to $22 per month, 
including board, clothing, and medical attend- 
ance, Such inducements as those are not 
thrown away on men whom want and star- 
yation are staring in the face; consequently 
between 80 and 40 daily applications are made 
at the recruiting offices in New York. 

Tn consequence of the hard times, the cur- 
rent of emigration is apparently reversed.— 
Nota ship on its passage for England but is 
crowded with passengers. Multitudes who 
have not money cuough for their passage are 
applying to the captains of yesscls to work 
their passage. ‘This is fortunate for England, 
as she wants nothing more at present than 
men, to make soldiers of them for the Indian 
army. 

Such seem to be some of the visible effects 
of the panic now raging on the southern side 
of 45°. Tt isn source of pride and gratifica- 
tion to Canadians to be ablo to say at such a 
critical moment that their commerce and cre- 
dit remain unsbaken,—that their Banking 
institutions are on solid foundations, and not 
one of them has as yet suspended specie pay-
